THE FREE COINAGE ISSUE. 


The action of thfl-0<)inmlttee on Coin-, 


age, Weights and Measures of the House 
of Representatives in reporting adversely 
the Senate bill for the free coinage of silver 
disposes of the meaanye tot this session of 
Congress. This report can scarcely b* a 
surprise to the publro. ' iAotobrat Reed 
knew his men when he made up the com- 
mittee. It is composed of thirteen mem- 
bers, seven of whom are BapabUcaoa and 
sir Democrats. One of the latter, Joseph 
of New Mexico, being from .a Territory 
has no vote, aud wast doubtless put on the 
Committee to make the partiw appear 
more evenly represented. Tke Other Dem- 
ocrats, with the exception of Bland of 
Missouri and Williams of Illinois, were 
known to be (be most pronounced gold- 
bugs in the Democratic ianka and were 
among the seven Demooiptr who Toted 
ngainst free coinage February 7th in the 
House. 


The next House of 
Kepr«wnUtiTM 


which is to convene in regular session next 
December and Mar, if the President 10 
decrees, be convened March 4th, will be 
composed of 236 Democrats, 87 Republi- 
cans and 8 Farmers' Alliance. It is ex- 
pected that one of it* first acts will be a 
bill for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver, and that the President will veto the 
bill. Shovld such prove to be the fact and 
Congress fails to pass the bill over the 
veto, the silver question will be tbe fore- 
most issue in the next Presidential cam- 
paign and a new alignment of parties will 
be among the probabilities. The Demo- 
crats, as a party-, are pledged to restore 
silver to ita old standard, and the few mem- 
bers of that party who oppose it must fall 
into line with the majority or join the Re- 
publican", while tho»e of the latter wbp 
favor free coinage will doubtless unite with 
the Democrats. 


Cleveland's letttr to the Cooper Insti- 


tute meeting against silver'places him out 
of the list of possible candidates for Presi- 
dent next year, unless the silver question 
Is settled at the first session of the next 
Congress, and he .accepts tbe views of hli 
party, and even that would not make him • 
Jiopnlar candidate as the silver men would 
not have implicit confidence) in him.

the capital of Arizona. B»low Tempe the 
rivtr run over high banks ou the north 
side and a large utream flowed towards 
Phcsnix cutting ont the railroad track and 
immersing, a number of farms. 
Seveiil 


farm houses floated away, the majority be- 
ing built of adobe were undermined by the 
water and fell before the occupants oonld 
save their effects. 
The northern edge of 


the flood which was about a mile wide and 
3 feet deep, entered the lower part of the 
city of Phcenix; flooding out many of the 
poorer classes. The eleotrso light works 
were flooded and the town left in compara- 
tive darkness. The water did not pene- 
trate to the business portion, it being on 
high ground. 
Measures lor relief were 


prompt. Chnrehes and public buildings 
were thrown open to the shelterless. 


The river began falling Friday afternoon, 


and has now reached its normal point.

NoTol Colonisation Concession. 


A somewhat novel colonization scheme 


is in. the hands of Gen. Herman Sturm. 
The concession provides that Mr. bturm 
aha.ll establish four colonies in different 
parts of tho country, the government 
obliging itself to sell him for the pur- 
pose 2o6,600 hectares of surveyed pnblio 
l.uul in tho states of Duraugo, Coahuila, 
Chili nahua, Oaxaca and Michoacan . i lie 
Qrst colony, consisting of 200 Arsons of 
either sex," must be established within 
three vears from tho date of tho promul- 
gation" of tho concession. The colonists 
aro to be selected preferably from among 
the residents of Mexican descent lu the 
American states of California and Colo- 
rado, and the territories of New Mexico 
and Arizona. 
The colonists will engage in stocK 


raisins (to which end tho free importa- 
tion of a limited number of head of 
stock for breeding purposes will be al- 
lowed), m the manufacture of barrels 
and coopers' goods generally, of beer, 
spirits and perfumery. But tho most 
important feature of the scheme is the 
erection of a paper mill in tho federal 
district and the agreement of the con- 
cession aii-o to sell the paper manufact- 
ured there at a maximum price of $3.50 
for common triple printing paper,-t&£0 
for superior printing paper suitable-far 
books, and $10 for glazed paper. An- 
other feature is the project for potting 
up a vegetable, frtrit and fish canning 
establishment. — Mexican Financier.
